The resins were mixed according to the 
manufacturers’ instructions, and the experi- 
mental pulp tests were only conducted after 
adequate clinical trial of each material The 
manufacturers’ mixing instructions for these 
materials are summarised in Table ! 

Cellulose acetate strips were used in preference 
to polished steel matrix bands, the strips being 
retained and pressure maintained by pre-formed 
composition matrices. The matrix was retained 
for the maximal polymerisation time according 
to the material used (see Table I) 

The zinc oxide and eugenol and zinc oxy- 
phosphate cement linings were mixed and in- 
serted by the usual methods 

[he cavity varnishes used (acrylic in chloro- 
form and cellulose acetate in acetone) were 
applied either with wire loops or fine probes, and 
every effort was made to confine them to the 
dentine area. 

Where phenol was used as a cavity medication 
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pure phenol” was wiped over the cavity 
floor with cotton-wool Silver nitrate was 


applied as an aqueous solution and reduced

Incompatibility of Linings and Medications with 
Filline Vaterials 

It must be emphasised that certain of the 

cavity linings and medications were used only 

for the purpose of this investigation, and are not 

suitable for ordinary clinical use by reason of 


chemical incompatibilities which result in’ un- 
desirable changes in the filling materials 
Zinc Oxide and Eugenol.— Zine oxide and 


eugenol, whilst probably the ideal lining material 
for the purpose of reducing pulpal reaction, 1s 
incompatible with the self-polymerising resins 


Fugenol is an oily plasticiser and will retard 
polymerisatior In clinical practice, if the 
cavity demands this bland lining the zine oxide 
and cugenol must be covered with a thin layer 
of zine ¢ yphosphate cement The so-called 
“cavity varnishes ” will not prevent the escape 


of cuvenol into the resin 


4cervicom Chlorotorn The etfect of chloro- 
form on the tertiary amine resins is often 
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dramatic, the filling plastic turning amber within 
twenty-four hours. This change is probably due 
to a reaction between the tertiary amine and 
chloroform, since the addition of the latter to a 
monomer containing n-trihexylamine wil 
duce a yellow discoloration immediately 
Cellulose Acetate in Acetone Cellulose ace- 
tate varnishes are not incompatible with, and 
will not discolour the self-curing resins, but it 
must be appreciated that this material does not 
adhere to the acrylic resin. Frequently, the 
barrier effected between the acrylic and the 
dentine will cause a loosening of the restoration, 
especially if the varnish has been allowed to 
encroach on to the enamel margins 
Phenol.—-Phenol is incompatible with the 
filling plastics, and will exert a plasticising 
effect on the resin

Silver Nitrate.—The use of silver nitrate by 
the technique described also results in plasticising 
of the resin by the eugenol remaining after 
reduction of the silver solution. Even if some 
other reducing agent were employed, the useful- 
ness of this technique would be limited by the 
esthetic factor. 


Preparation of Material for Histological Exami- 
nation 

The teeth were all extracted under local 
anesthesia. 

Immediately after extraction, the apices of 
the teeth were severed with a Vulcarbo disc to 
allow better penetration of the fixative The 
teeth were then placed in 10 per cent formol 
saline 

After fixation, decalcification and dehydration 
the majority of the teeth were embedded in 
paraftin; for some, a modified double embedding 
method was employed. 

Both paraftin-embedded and double-embedded 
teeth were sectioned at a setting of 5 p on a 
sledge microtome. Every effort was made to 
prepare sections in the plane at right angles to 
the pulp surface and through the deepest part of 
the experimental cavity. Consequently, it was 
possible to trace down to the pulp in each section 
the dentinal tubules exposed in the deepest part 
of the cavity 

As a routine, sections were stained with 
Ehrhich’s hematoxylin and eosin and by the 
iron hematoxylin Ponceau acid fuchsin light 
green method of Masson. A number of sections 
were also impregnated by the Perdrau modifti- 
cation of the Gomori method for the demonstra- 
tion of collagen and reticulin fibrils 

A total of 83 experiments were performed, of 
which 78 are reported here. Of the 5 excluded

CRITERIA FOR THE ASSESSMENT OF PULP 
RESPONSI 

In an investigation of this type it is obviously 
necessary to establish a number of clear-cut 
criteria by which pulpal damage may be assessed 
The selection of suitable criteria is all the more 
important when, as in this report, an attempt ts 
made not only to record the presence of the 
pulpal reaction but also to indicate some measure 
of the degree or severity of the reaction. Criteria 
suitable for a qualitative examination are not 
necessarily suitable for a quantitative exami- 
nation 


Vascular Changes 

Although dilatation and congestion of the 
blood vessels are amongst the earliest manifesta- 
tions of the inflammatory reaction, it was 
considered that a quantitative assessment of these 
factors could not reliably be made from an 
examination of sections. It is well known that a 
marked * pumping” effect may be exerted on 
the pulp during tooth extraction, as evidenced 
by the aspiration of odontoblasts into” the 
tubules of the dentine underlying the points at 
which the forcep blades are in contact with the 
tooth (fig. 1). In addition, many of the sections 
clearly showed that the severing of the apex by 
Vulcarbo discs was capable of materially altering

the state of the vessel contents. This was an 
unexpected finding, but the presence of © Vul- 
carbo particles within the pulpal vessels of 
some teeth (fig. 2), even in the cornue of the

pulp, left no doubt that this post-extraction 
procedure, designed to permit better pene- 
tration of the fixative, was capable of disturbing 
the vessel contents. 
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of red blood cells usually 
accompanied polymorphonuclear infiltration, 
and represented part of the acute inflammatory 
reaction. In these experiments, it was considered 
that this reaction could be assessed more reliably 
trom the polymorphonuclear infiltration than 
from the presence of “hemorrhage.” In ad- 
dition, 1 has been shown that haemorrhages 
may be tound in the pulps of extracted norma! 
teeth (Hellner, 1930; Thomas, 1940). Hellner 
suggested that such hemorrhages may result 
from “ the increased intradental blood pressure 
following the local injection of  procaine- 
epinephrine solutions. 


Inflammatory Exudatey 

Seehg and Lefkowitz (1950) described the 
presence of an eosinophilic protein diffusion in 
the ground substance of the pulp, the material 
being derived, it was suggested, from blood 
plasma diffused through the capillary walls. An 
appearance apparently corresponding to that 
described was sometimes seen in our prepara- 
tions, but it was not always possible to accept 
the interpretation mentioned above. Therefore, 
this appearance was not used as one of the 
criteria of pulp damage 


Cellular Infiltration 


The infiltration of the pulpal Ussue with 
inflammatory cells was a finding considered 
suthciently clear-cut to be used as one of the 
criteria Of pulp damage 

Ihe cellular infiltration could be clearly 
divided into two main types which were fre- 
quently associated in the same tooth 

(a) Polymorphonuclear Infiltration in the 
Region of the Odontoblast Laver.-This was a 
feature found in many of the teeth examined 
The polymorphonuclear infiltration was usually 
contined to the region of the odontoblast layer, 
and in many instances the inner aspect of the 
dentine was “paved” by a single layer ol 
polymorphs (fig. 3). [It was a noticeable and 
constant feature that, wherever there was a 
polymorphonuclear infiltration in the odonto 
blast layer, this infiltration was sharply confined 
to that part of the layer opposite the dentinal 
tubules opened during cavity preparation (fig. 4) 

The degree of polymorphonuclear infiltration 
was recorded as follows:

Large accumulations of polymorphs agains 
the inner surface of the dentine and completely 
displacing the pulp tissue away from the 
dentine in the region atfected.

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of the pulp tissue with inflammatory cells (fig. 5). 
These were usually small round cells, less 
frequently limited numbers of polymorphs were 
present, and in one instance a 
eosinophils were found (for a discussion on the 
presence of eosinophils in inflammatory con- 
ditions of the pulp see Orban, 1940a). These 
cellular infiltrations of the main mass of pulp 
tissue will be referred to as “ generalised 
cellular infiltrations of the pulp ~ to distinguish 
them from the polymorphonuclear infiltration 
in the odontoblast layer. They were rarely severe, 
and were graded as follows: 


Occasional inflammatory cells. 


number of inflammatory cells, 


Intense focal or ditfuse infiltration 
of the pulp with inflammatory cells. 


Structural Changes in the Odontoblasts 

Seelig and Lefkowitz (1950) reported hydropic 
degeneration of the odontoblasts below the 
experimental cavities they prepared, and similar 
changes have been observed in many of the 
experiments reported here. The changes are 
characterised by the appearance of cytoplasmic 
vacuoles within the odontoblasts, usually between 
the nucleus and the dentine (fig. 6). However, 
in some of our preparations similar changes 
were observed in parts of the odontoblast layer 
remote from the cavity. 
these changes is not clear, and therefore in this 
report the presence of apparent hydropic de- 
generation of the odontoblasts has not been 
used as one of the criteria of pulp disturbance. 


Secondary Dentine Formation 


In many of the teeth examined there had been 
secondary dentine formation. As in the cases of 
polymorphonuclear infiltration in the odonto- 
blast layer, this reaction was sharply contined to 
the dentine underlying the tubules damaged 
during cavity preparation. As Fish observed in 
1932, the deposition of secondary dentine is 
“confined with mathematical accuracy to the 
injured tubules.” The secondary dentine was 
always tubular in type, but whereas in some in- 
stances the matrix was well formed and ap- 
proximated in structure to that of normal 
orthodentine, in other specimens the matrix 
of the secondary dentine appeared loosely 
formed. However, the differences in matrix 
structure were insufficiently clear-cut to justify 
the establishment of a division between the two 
types of secondary dentine. Therefore, secondary 
dentine formation was recorded as ~ or

Aspiration of Odontoblasts 


A striking feature of many of the sections was 
the partial or complete disappearance of the 
odontoblasts lying at the pulpal ends of those 
dentinal tubules opened during cavity prepara- 
tion. The missing odontoblasts could readily be 


demonstrated lying at varying distances up the 
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dentinal tubules towards the cavity. As men- 
tioned earlier, itis well Known that such aspiration 
of odontoblasts may take place into the tubules 
of the dentine on which the forcep blades im- 
pinge during tooth extraction (Orban, 1941), 
ind the presence of red blood cells within the 
dentinal tubules, probably as a result of trauma, 
has also been deseribed (Rushton, 1949) 
However, this aspiration during extraction 
could readily be recognised, as by tracing the 
dentinal tubules of the affected area to the 
surface, the forcep marks could be identified 
The aspiration as a result of some factor assoct- 
ated with the experimental cavity preparation 
ind filling was clearly recognisable, being 
harply limited to that part of the odontoblast 
layer associated with the tubules cut during 
cavity preparation. It was thought possible that 
the presence of the Cavily might, in some way, 
predispose to the aspiration of odontoblasts 
during extraction in the region underlying the 
cavity. However, in this series of experiments 
such aspiration was not found beneath cavities 
under comparable conditions but sub- 
sequently filled with materials other than the self- 
polymerising resins. It is evident, therefore, that 
the aspiration ts associated with this particular 
type of filling material. It was also noted that 
in some specimens the odontoblasts were 
aspirated only into the tubules associated with 
the cavity margins, and not into the tubules 
opening imto the cavity floor. 

One, two or three Ss were used to indicate 
the severity of the disturbance by aspiration in 
the odontoblast layer 

This type of pulp change differs from the other 
pulp reactions recorded as it is, presumably, a 
passive process. A possible mechanism for this 
process 1s discussed later in this communication 


Criteria tdopted 


The main criteria accepted as suitable quanti- 
tutive imdicators of pulpal disturbance and 
response were, therefore 

(1) Polymorphonuclear intiltration of the odontoblast 
laver 

(2) Cellular intiltration of the rest of the pulp (referred 

lo generalised cellular intiltration of the pulp 
to distinguish this type of change from the strictly 
localised infiltration noted in (1) above). 

(4) Secondary dentine formation 

(4) Aspiration of odontoblasts into the dentinal 

tubules damaged during cavity preparation 

Throughout the investigation, the sections 
were cxamined and the pulp response assessed 
without reference to the clinical data The 
importance of this approach cannot be over- 
emphasised. In every case, a number of sections 
were examined 
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Factors TENDING TO INFLUENCE RESPONSE 

The method of cavity preparation was, as far 
as possible, standardised throughout the experi- 
ments, with variation only in the type of cavity 
lining and filling material employed. However, 
it is evident that certain other factors may tend 
to influence the histological findings in the pulp. 


Variations in Manipulation of the Self-polymeris- 
ing Acrylic Resins 

(a) Variations in) Room Temperature It ts 
desirable that a standard mixing temperature 
should be established for each resin if wide 
variations in the monomer content of the filling 
material during insertion are to be avoided. The 
primary object of mixing the acrylic filling ts to 
allow rapid and effective saturation of the poly- 
mer particles by the solvent monomer The 
‘gelling * of the mix ts accelerated by raised 
temperatures, and if the temperature rises much 
above 70 F. the saturation of the polymer 
particles is not always completed The re- 
sultant filling, whilst containing very little free 
monomer, is exceedingly difficult to adapt and 
contour to the cavity shape. 

In these experiments the temperature of the 
mixing slab was controlled between 65 and 
70° F. and the Dappens’ glass was chilled before 
use in order to prolong this initial polymerisation 
phase. 

(b) Variations in) Mixing Technique.—Spatu- 
lation: Individual variation in spatulation ts 
frequently the cause of trapping air bubbles in 
the mix, and over-spatulation of the slab-mixed 
resins is strongly deprecated. In these expert- 
ments the aim was minimal spatulation of the 
resin consistent with adequate saturation of the 
polymer with monomer. 

Rate of Mixing: The rate of monomer 
saturation will depend on the polymer particle 
size, and an increase in polymer mesh will 
increase the time required to reach the ~ gel ~ 
stage. This is illustrated by the behaviour of the 
various brands of resin used in these expert- 
ments. Kadon, Dentafil and Replica contain a 
high proportion of ultra-fine polymer, and these 
resins may be mixed within 30 seconds on a 
glass slab. Fastcrown and Plastofilling consist 
of 120-500 mesh polymers and will take two to 
three minutes to reach the * 

Over-saturation of the polymer with monomer 
is the main cause of delayed “ gelling,” and if 
this occurs an increase in spatulation rate, whilst 
accelerating the volatilisation of the monomer 
and shortening the “gel” period, will not 
provide the ideal resin consistency. 

In these experiments the rate of mixing was

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gauged so that the * gel” period was reached at 
the exact time indicated by the manufacturer. 


Time Between Insertion of the Filling and Ex- 
traction of the Tooth 

It is obvious that the length of time that the 
filling is in the tooth (duration of experiment) 
will tend to alter the histological findings. In 
this connexion two factors must be considered. 
Firstly, there is the sequence of changes that may 
take place in the pulp tissue following the initial 
stimuli of cavity preparation and filling. Second- 
ly, there is the possibility that a continuing 
stimulus from the filling material may tend to 
influence the response to the initial stimulus. 
Therefore, it is essential, for the correct 
interpretation of the histological findings, to 
relate these to the duration of the experiment, 
1.e. the time between insertion of the tilling and 
extraction of the tooth. 


Depth of Cavity 

Although an effort was made to prepare 
cavities of approximately standard depth, it 
was to be expected that the actual depth of the 
cavities produced would vary from tooth to 
tooth, and, furthermore, such variation in 
cavity depth might be expected to influence the 
severity Of pulpal disturbance. As Manley 
stated in 1941: 

* The structural relationship which exists between the 
dentine and pulp should, without recourse to animal 
experiments, justify the expectation that the nearer the 
pulp the stimulus ts applied, the greater will be the 
reaction 
Therefore, the cavity depth must be taken into 
account in assessing the histological evidence. 
The depth of penetration of the cavity into 
dentine is likely to be the factor of importance, 
and direct measurement of cavity depth would 
be of little value as enamel thickness is itself a 
variable factor. The thickness of dentine is also 
variable and it was considered that measurement 
of penetration into dentine would also provide 
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a false picture. Consequently, the thickness of 
dentine remaining between cavity floor and 
pulp surface was the measurement used to 
indicate the factor of cavity depth. This measure- 
ment was used by van Huysen and Gurley (1939) 
and by James and Dietenback (1942). It is 
appreciated that, unless the section 
through the deepest part of the cavity and, at the 
same time, runs in the plane of the shortest 
distance between cavity floor and pulp surface, 
an inaccurate reading may be obtained. Every 
effort was made to prepare sections that satisfied 
these criteria, and it was considered that by this 
method the most accurate readings possible 
were obtained, short of the preparation of three- 
dimensional models constructed trom camera 
lucida drawings of serial sections, a procedure 
so complicated as to be impracticable 

Fach section was examined on a Vicker’s 
projection microscope, and the minimal thickness 
of dentine remaining between pulp and cavity 
floor was measured to the nearest 0-05 mm. 
against a scale marked on the projection screen. 
It was considered that the errors mentioned 
above, which are inherent in the technique, did 
not justify the recording of more precise measure- 
ments, though these would have been equally 
easy to prepare. The results were recorded in 
millimetres of * thickness of remaining dentine.” 


Passes 


Permeability of Dentine 


Another factor considered by Seelig and 
Lefkowitz (1950) to have an effect on the degree 
of pulp response is the permeability of the 
dentine. They state that * The pulps of teeth 
that have been in the mouth for fifteen or more 
years are not easily irritated because of the 
lower permeability of the dentine.” In the 
investigations reported here variations in this 
factor were eliminated, all patients being of the 
same age group (14-17 years).

QUANTITATIVE VARIATION IN THE TOTAL ORGANIC MATTER OF ENAMEL!

A CORRELATION between chemical and histo- 
logical studies of developing enamel was noted 
by Weinmann, Wessinger and Reed (1942). 
They found a distinct but irregular gradation in 
chemical composition. In the acid-insoluble 


stage, they found 22-38 per cent organic 
matter, but only 4-0-9-5 per cent organic 


matter was present at a later stage in material 
soluble in 5 per cent nitric acid. According to 
these authors, a change in acid solubility occurs 
when the organic content has been reduced to 
about 10 per cent, but the mineral matter 
continues to increase after this stage has been 
reached. 
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\lthough they showed that the protein content 
of enamel, as determined by nitrogen analysis, 
was practically the same as that shown by 
nemeration, should be noted that their 
samples of immature enamel frequently con- 
turned as much organic matter as mature dentine 
Incineration techniques which are inadequate in 
analysing dentine are practically useless when 
applied to mature enamel containing about 
forty times less organic matter. In considering 
previous investigations, such as those listed by 
Lemwester (1949), concerning the quantity and 
Variation of organic matter in enamel, attention 
will therefore be directed only to nitrogen analy- 
ses or to actual isolations of enamel protein 
trom this survey, it 1s apparent that much effort 
would have been saved had more notice been 
tuken of the first demonstration of organic 
matter i enamel, by Berzehus (1808). This 
author pointed out that “ natron as well as a 
light quantity of membranes and water ~ form 
per cent of its composition and he distinguished 
this from the 5-5 per cent loss in weight when he 
incinerated enamel samples 

Rosebury (1930) isolated 0-30--0-54 per cent of 
insoluble) material after dialysing carefully 
prepared enamel against 1-5 per cent acetic 
acid, these yields often representing amounts 
below | mg. Sprawson and Bury (1928) had 
previously calculated values ranging from 0-15 
to O21 per cent by nitrogen and carbon analyses 
Bowes and Murray (1935) removed enamel by 

inding from the dentine and their high value 
of O97 per cent protein was calculated from 
hitrogen anaiyses on pooled samples. However, 
itis difficult to avoid including some dentine by 
this method of preparation Deakins and 
Volker (1941) pooled samples from 50 teeth 
prepared by flotation according to the method 
ot Manly and Hodge (1939). It may be calcu- 
lated that as they claimed their samples to be 
99-4 per cent pure, their lowest value of 0-49 per 
cent protein, calculated from nitrogen estima- 
tions, would be reduced to 0-37 per cent it 
allowance were made for the 0-6 per cent dentine 
presumed to be present Karlstrém (1927) 


estimated the total nitrogen in a large number of 


enamel samples. Calculations trom his results 
Indicate a mean of 0-03 + O-O1 per cent nitrogen 
on a group of 20 non-carious enamel samples 
However, the majority of the teeth investigated 
were archvological speemrmens 

In a paper on the chemical nature of enamel 
proteins, Losee and Hess (1949) reviewed previ- 
Ous analyses of enamel nitrogen. The consistency 
of their results supports the claim that their 
samples were not contaminated with dentine 
They isolated 0:30 per cent protein from © total 


unstained enamel with minimal pits and grooves” 
and a maximum of 0-49 per cent protein in 
‘total stained enamel with deep pits and 
grooves.” Their total nitrogen estimation of 
0-073 per cent agrees well with the mean 0-077 
per cent reported by Anderson (1949), who 
analysed 20 samples made up of 6-10 pre- 
molar crowns This author stated that not 
more than 3 dentine particles were counted when 
samples of 1,000 enamel particles were observed 
microscopically. It is considered that this is the 
order of purity required in analysing enamel 
since, at the upper level, the dentine would not 


contribute much more than 10 per cent of the 
total nitrogen measured. 
Losee and Hess contirmed Rosebury’s failure 


to detect soluble enamel protein. However, 
Anderson has drawn attention to the consider- 
able proportion of enamel nitrogen found to be 
soluble in several acids at molar concentrations. 
In a personal communication Anderson has 


provided this data, which appears in Table I.

The enamel powder (Anderson, 1949) was 


stirred with acid until decalcification appeared 
complete, whereupon insoluble material was 
filtered off. Soluble enamel protein has been 
isolated during the present investigation and will 
be examined in greater detail. 

It is impossible to assess the variation in the 
organic matter of enamel from the above figures. 
The first object of the present study has been to 
establish this data, using it to indicate how many 
samples should be grouped together so that the 
pooled samples should contain a reproducible 
quantity of organic matter. Concurrent interest 
in the comparison between corresponding teeth 
in the same dental arch (Stack, 1951) was also 
satisfied in the selected group of 50 teeth 


EXPERIMENTAL 
fnalyvtical Methods 


{ssessment of Purity.—In enamel samples of 


the required degree of purity, at least 1,000 
particles were submerged in a liquid of refractive 
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index between that of dentine and enamel and 
examined under the microscope. Not more than 
20 of these were * junction particles,” observed 
in greater detail by altering the focus depth in 
order to score the proportion of dentine, which 
was rarely more than one-tenth. Pure dentine 
Particles were not observed in these enamel 
samples. As in the examination of dentine 
(Stack, 1951) it was convenient to have the 
microscope sufficiently out of focus for the 
enamel particles (60 200-mesh) to appear 
yellow, with indistinct boundaries. A mean 
dentine impurity of 0-12 — 0-06 per cent (S.D.) 
was Observed among the 50 samples of enamel 
from individual teeth, this figure being slightly 
higher in pooled batches. 

The validity of this method was tested by 
analysing samples after the first separation and 
again when sufficient further separations had 
been completed. Table If shows that as much as

2 per cent dentine impurity did not prevent a 
reasonable estimate of enamel organic matter. 

Estimation of Organic Matter.—The wet- 
ashing procedure described by Johnson (1949) 
was applied to enamel. The powdered sample 
(20-30 mg.) containing less than 0-1 mg. 
moisture according to Karl Fischer titrations 
(Stack, 1951) was weighed to the nearest 0-1 mg. 
in a glass-capped 3 ml. tube and covered by 
0-10 ml. water. Dichromate reagent (0-250 ml.) 
was added (with cooling) and the tubes were 
heated for twenty minutes at 90° C. The 
digested samples were transferred to 30 ml. 
tubes with the aid of 5-6 ml. water. Iodine, 
released by the addition of potassium iodide 
(50 per cent, 0-05 ml.), was then titrated with 
0-005 N-sodium thiosulphate. The amount of 
dichromate consumed in oxidising the sample 
was found by comparison with a parallel titra- 
tion in the absence of enamel. Results were 
expressed in terms of “ micro-equivalents of 
thiosulphate consumed per 100 mg. of enamel ” 
(ueq. 100 mg.) and the coefficient of analytical 
variation was 3 per cent, calculated from 50 
pairs of analyses. It was therefore necessary to 
analyse individual enamel samples three times 
and batches five or six times 
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The equivalence of this reagent under the 
above conditions to soluble and insoluble enamel 
proteins and to citric acid was determined. 
Samples (0-5 mg., dried over phosphorus 
pentoxide, weighed to + 5 yg. on a horizontal 
glass fibre balance) from five batches of insoluble 
enamel protein and one of soluble enamel 
protein were found to be equivalent to 90-100 
weq./mg. The observation that the value for 
citric acid (93-94 peq. mg.) was within this range 
facilitated the translation of * peq./mg.” into a 
percentage as quoted by other workers. Never 
theless, the ratio of total nitrogen to organic 
matter among a dozen enamel samples from 
individual teeth varied just as widely as thie 
organic matter estimations themselves. It had 
been expected that this variation would be small 
An accurate determination of 50 yveg. 100 me 
may thus be expressed as 0-5 per cent organic 
matter, but with unknown limits of error. 
Estimation of the error must await an improve- 
ment on the present conditions under which 
one-third of the apparent organic matter cannot 
be accounted for after the enamel has been 
decalcified by acid dialysis. 

Preparation and Purification of Enamel.—The 
more acceptable methods employed by recent 
workers were examined at length before compro- 
mising on the requirements for “enamel” as 
understood during the present study. A des- 
cription of the chosen process is therefore given, 
followed by details and comments relating to 
the various steps. It is thus possible to compare 
the results quoted with those obtained by other 
investigators who have defined their starting 
material, although it is a disadvantage to have to 
express the present findings in terms based on 
the oxidising reagent and not on a percentage 
basis 

Enamel which appeared to contain O-l per 
cent dentine was regularly obtained from 
human permanent teeth as follows: 

(1) Teeth were extracted in the hospital and 

placed in acetone. 

(2) Enamel was chipped from the partially 

dehydrated teeth further dried at 100° ¢ 

(3) Exterior surfaces were lightly ground 

until the surface appeared homogeneous 

(4) Visibly stained pit and fissure material 

was ground away. 

(5) Fragments, with adherent dentine, were 
pulverised in a steel mortar 

(6) The fraction sinking in bromoform, 
density 2-75, was retained. 

(7) Purification by flotation was continued 
until the enamel contained less than 0-2 
per cent dentine (microscopically deter- 
mined). 
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The majority of the normal, sound, erupted, 
permanent teeth selected for the study of varia- 
tion were well distributed as to age and location. 
In addition to these, however, were all the first 
ind second incisors from one patient; another 
patient provided four second premolars, and 
imilar sets of first and second molars were 
obtained. For pooled enamel samples it was 
hown that sound enamel from carious teeth 
contumed a similar) proportion of organic 
matter to that present in sound teeth. Boiled 
teeth were not used (estimations 20 per cent low) 
ind enamel from caps prepared by boiling teeth 
for twenty to thirty minutes in 50 per cent 
sulphuric acid (Sognnaes, 1948) was even more 
delicient in organic matter. 

Drying at 100° C., which considerably facili- 
tutes the removal of enamel from dentine, did 
not affect the quantity of organic matter but 
might have reduced the amount of soluble 
protein present. Unless the prepared enamel 
chips appeared uniform, they were rejected. 
One experiment was designed to show that 
although the superficial grinding may have 
removed a layer rich in organic matter, the 
amount was insufficient to affect the analyses. 
Incisor and canine teeth were thoroughly 
brushed and polished with a rubber and pumice 
cup before pulverising the crowns (2 per cent 
loss) \ somewhat complicated six-stage 
separation process resulted in a further loss of | 
percent. The resultant purified enamel contained 
the average quantity of organic matter, as did a 
batch in which the canines used were superficially 
ground before the enamel was puritied. The 
removal of macroscopically visible pits and 
fissures from the posterior teeth, which provided 
the bulk of the enamel studied, appeared to be 
adequate, since the organic contents of such 
batches was also within the normal limits 

Ihe chips were pulverised until the powder 
* 60-mesh “ sieve, but half the product 
also passed a 200-mesh” sieve, and halt the 
remainder was not retained by a ** 100-mesh ” 
sieve. To this powder was added bromotform, 
slightly diluted with acetone to bring the 
density to 2:75. This ts well below the range 
29 3-0 which most authors believe covers the 
variation of normal enamel. With this margin, 
it was therefore satisfactory to lose only 3 per 
cent of the enamel in reducing the dentine 
impurity to less than O-2 per cent. Further 
investigation of the flotation process indicates 
its suitability in processing the 200 grammes ot 
puritied enamel which were collected.

Powdered enamel in 3-10 parts 
(depending on the quantity) of bromotorm- 
acetone (density 2°75) was stirred by hand for 
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two to three minutes at a rate sufficient to keep 
all the particles in motion. Without disturbing 
the particles remaining on the surface the enamel 
was centrifuged free of these lighter impurities, 
which were decanted through a filter This 
process was repeated until not more than 0-2 
per cent dentine was present. Bromoform was 
then removed by washing the enamel three times 
with acetone. The purified samples were finally 
dried at 100 C. and examined microscopically 
for the exact amount of dentine impurity before 
being analysed for their organic content 

Examination of the Flotation Process.—-\t was 
first shown that acetone and bromoform were 
without effect on the amount of organic matter 
in enamel as measured tn this study. The enamel 
caps from a pair of freshly extracted premolars 
were prepared by grinding out as much dentine 
as was indicated by resistance to dental burs. 
The samples, pulverised to pass a “* 60-mesh ” 
Sieve, were analysed before and after washing 
with acetone. There was no significant alteration 
in the organic content as a result of this treat- 
ment, nor after treating the enamel with bromo- 
form, this being washed out with acetone as 
before. 

To examine the composition of material 
removed during the flotation process, 5-gramme 
portions of * 60 200-mesh ~*~ enamel were stirred 
as described above with 15 ml. bromoform- 
acetone (density 2-75). Microscopical exami- 
nation of the first fraction (5 per cent of the 
total) indicated approximately equal quantities 
of dentine, enamel, and “junction particles.” 
Another separation floated only | per cent, of 
which one-third was again enamel, the rest 
consisting chiefly of “junction particles.” The 
third treatment reduced the weight of material 
by 0-2 per cent, and 85 per cent of the super- 
natant particles contained a small proportion of 
dentine, the remainder being pure enamel 
Lighter enamel and that associated with “junction 
particles,” together amounting to about 3 per 
cent of the total, had therefore been lost in 
achieving the average purity of 99-9 per cent. 
Omission of this 3 per cent has not been con- 
sidered serious since normal enamel and _ its 
variability were under investigation 

Preparation of Enamel Proteins.—\n order to 
relate total nitrogen and organic matter esti- 
mations to actual quantities of matrix, the 
preparation of the enamel proteins was under- 
taken They were obtained from 10-gramme 
quantities of purified enamel: (1) * 60-mesh ~ 
enamel from canine teeth; (2) “ 200-mesh” 
enamel from assorted teeth; (3) 60 200-mesh” 
enamel available from the teeth which were 
pulverised mechanically before separating the 


}

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dentine by flotation (Stack, 1951). Each batch 
was placed 1n a loose cellophane sac and agitated 
in a jar containing 2 litres of one-tenth molar 
phosphoric acid The resultant system of 
decalcifying dialysis reached approximate equili- 
brium after four days, the diffusate being re- 
placed on the third day. The second diffusate 
was then replaced with distilled water. After 
completion of this process, the dialysis sac is 
presumed tocontain only large organic molecules. 
The insoluble protein (0-2 per cent yield) was 
centrifuged from the neutral supernatant fluid 
which was then concentrated in the dialysis sac 
by exposure to a rapid air-stream from 30 ml. 
to 3 ml., a more convenient volume for analysis 
and for precipitation of the soluble protein 
(O-1 per cent yield). Only one-half to two-thirds 
of the original organic matter appeared to be 
recovered by this procedure. 

Nitrogen analyses on this material and on 
intact enamel were required on the minimum 
quantities in order to have sufficient for triplicate 
determinations. The general method described 
by Anderson (1949) was followed but the 100 mg. 
samples were digested for a few minutes only. 
This is permissible when peroxide is added 
twice during the process: longer digestion 
periods were not associated with higher values. 
Ammonia was diffused into boric acid containing 
indicator and ttrated with 0-005 N_ hydro- 
chloric acid. 

RESULTS 
Enamel from Individual Teeth.—Fig. 1 is a

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histogram derived from the 50 enamel samples 
for which age, sex and position were known 
Values ranging trom 42-75 peq. 100 mg. were 
encountered, the mean being 59 peg. 100 mg 
and the standard deviation one-eighth of this. 
These values are distributed normally, as fot 
dentine (Stack, 1951) and it can therefore be 
said that the biological variation in the amount 
of organic matter in enamel (expressed as the 
standard deviation) lies between 11 and 14 per 
cent of the mean value. Before it became possible 
to obtain enamel in a state of purity greater than 
the 99-4 per cent shown by Manly and Hodge 
(1939), another group of samples had been 
examined in the same way. After allowing for 
the dentine impurity and its variance, the mean 
was 57 peq. 100 mg. and the standard deviation 
12 per cent. 

There was no correlation between organic 
content and tooth type, location, age or se\ 
e.g. male patients appeared to provide enamel 
containing 98 per cent as much organic matter 
as that from female patients but this difference 
was not significant. Nevertheless, significant 
differences were observed when the groups ot 
four corresponding teeth per patient were 
examined. Table IIT records the values obtained 
for the organic contents of these 20 enamel 
samples. The variability of the first set was 
close to that characterising the whole group of 
SO samples. However, the second and _ third 
sets are possibly less variable (P 0-2), the 
fourth and fifth significantly so (P O-O1, 
0-001), according to the method for comparing 
variances. This reduction in variance ts in- 
sufficient to affect the total variance among 
SO samples. 

A comparison between 16 pairs of enamel 
samples (cf. Stack, 1951, Tables IT and III) did

For 
example, two-thirds of the “among pair” 
variations were below 10 per cent. 

\ knowledge of the ratio between analytical 
and observed variations permits the statement 
that the mean organic content of a group of 25 
enamel samples, as measured by this technique, 
is not likely to be 5 per cent greater or less than 
the mean value for a very large sample, provided 
both are drawn from the same type of popula- 
tion. It should be mentioned that the true 
biological variation is slightly less than that 
encountered because allowance should be made 
for that variance which is contributed by analyti- 
cal errors. 

Enamel from Pooled Teeth.—The above survey 
was considered to be adequate by the time that 
ten batches of purified enamel (totalling 115 
grammes) had been prepared. As was the case 
with the group of SO samples, the mean was 
59 peg. 100 mg. and the standard deviation 5 per 
cent of this (4 per cent excluding analytical 
variation). A similar batch of deciduous enamel 
also contained 60 peq. 100 mg. Allowance was 
made for the mean dentine impurity of 0-17-0-18 
per cent (correction 7 per cent or 4 yeq. 100 mg.). 
The yield of insoluble enamel protein from this 
material was 0-17 per cent (3 batches) but the 
amount of acid-soluble protein was only measured 
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in one instance (0-O8 per cent). Two batches of 
enamel were immersed in distilled water and re- 
frigerated for a day, with occasional mixing. The 
supernatant fluid was then found to contain 7-9 
per cent of the total organic matter present, while 
the ratio of total nitrogen to organic matter was 
similar to that of the acid-soluble protein and of 
the purified enamel. Among three batches, the 
rauio of total nitrogen to organic matter was 
three-quarters of that found for the insoluble 
enamel protein, which contained 13 per cent 
total nitrogen and 2-3 per cent phosphate. The 
difference between these ratios may be ade- 
quately explained by the reported citric acid 
content of 0-1 per cent (Zipkin and Piez, 1950), 
but it must again be stated that at least one-third 
of the total organic matter estimated to be present 
in purified enamel was not recovered in the 
dialysate. 

A pooled sample (25 grammes), prepared 
from assorted sound teeth, was graded as 
* 60 100-mesh,” 100 200-mesh,” and * 200- 
mesh.”” The coarser particles (0:20-0:35 mm.) 
contained two-thirds as much nitrogen and 
organic matter as the finer (below 0-1 mm.), the 
medium grade having an intermediate value. 
This effect was observed with several such 
graded samples where 0-1-0-2 per cent dentine 
was present. It is possible that the finer grade 
contained more dentine than was observed, 
since only that portion of the * 200-mesh ” 
sample which just passed through a © 200-mesh ~ 
sieve was examined, whereas the majority of the 
particles in this fraction were very much smaller. 
On the other hand, junction particles rich in 
dentine would most probably be absent 


DISCUSSION 

The general picture of biological variation 
among the enamel samples investigated suggests 
that the amount of organic matter present is 
independent of the anatomical form of the tooth. 
It is interesting, but irrelevant, to note that the 
order of variation is the same as that reported 
by Cheyne and Oba (1943) who measured the 
weights of a large number of perfect teeth. The 
amount of variation may be expressed by the 
statement that “poorly” calcified enamel 
contains twice as much organic matter as 
* highly ~ calcitied enamel. There was only a 
slightly increased quantity of organic matter 
in sound enamel recovered from carious teeth, 
and it may be considered doubtful whether the 
organic content of the susceptible areas was any 
different. Coolidge (1951) has provided data in 
support of this opinion. The highly variable 
total nitrogen levels in milligramme samples of 
superficial normal and carious enamel were 
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found, on the average, to be about ten times 
higher than those reported for total enamel, 
although the minimum values were of the usual 
order. 

Phosphoric acid (0-1 molar, 0-S per cent) 
does not appear to have been used tn decalcifying 
hard tissues. It is the only mineral acid, apart 
from sulphuric acid, in which organic estimations 
by the dichromate method can be carried out. 
The decalcification involves the introduction of 
hydrogen ions since phosphate ions are already 
present. Lower yields were obtained with 
hydrochloric, acetic and trichloracetic acids. 

It has been usual to multiply enamel nitrogen 
figures by a factor (6-25) suitable for the majority 
of proteins in order to calculate the percentage 
of protein in enamel. Block, Horwitt and Bolling 
(1949) decalcified bromoform-separated enamel 
in 5 per cent nitric acid, and removed two-thirds 
of the product by enzymic digestion, leaving an 
eukeratin containing 11-9 per cent nitrogen. 
Samples of insoluble enamel protein obtained 
during the present investigation contained 13 per 
cent nitrogen and 2-3 per cent phosphate. 
The nitrogen content of the insoluble protein 
isolated by Losee and Hess (1949) was found 
to be 13-6 per cent, coinciding with the upper 
limit of the range shown for the present study. 
However, collagen accounted for one-fifth of 
the protein isolated as described above, despite 
the high purity of the enamel. When allowance 
is made for this, there is a satisfactory corres- 
pondence to the value given by Block er al. 
(1949) and by Pincus (1948), whose enamel 
protein contained 12-1 per cent total nitrogen 
and was probably derived from regions of the 
enamel not adjacent to the dentine, as well as 
from Nasmyth’s membrane and from occlusal 
pits. Assuming that the unaccounted material 
has a similar composition, the total corresponds 
to the presumed 0-5 per cent protein of enamel 
in which 0:06-0:07 per cent nitrogen had been 
analysed. These results indicate that the factor 
suitable for converting nitrogen analyses to 
enamel protein values should be 8 and not 6-25. 

Including the 0-1 per cent citric acid reported 
by Zipkin and Piez (1950), there appears to be 
0-6 per cent organic matter in human enamel. 
Most samples investigated would contain 0-4-0-8 

er cent of organic matrix by weight (1-2 per 
cent by volume). The accumulation of large 
quantities of purified enamel essential for the 
further study of enamel proteins is now in 
progress. 
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SUMMARY 


Variation in the organic matter of 50 samples 
of 99-9 per cent pure human enamel has been 
determined. The distribution of values is normal 
and appears to be covered by the range 0-4-0-8 
per cent organic matter. Pooled samples totalling 
115 grammes contained as much organic matter 
as was expected from this survey. Corresponding 
teeth from opposite sides of the same dental 
arch were not less variable in their enamel 
Organic content than assorted teeth, but there 
was evidence of reduced variability among five 
sets of four corresponding teeth. 

The microscopical method for assessing dentine 
impurity has been supported by estimations of 
organic matter before and after adequate 
purification, correcting for the quantity of 
dentine observed to be present. It was shown 
that about 3 per cent of the enamel was lost in 
reducing the dentine impurity of the samples 
below 0-2 per cent. Enamel particles less than 
0-1 mm. across were associated with considerably 
more organic matter than those which were 
several times larger. 

Enamel keratin was prepared in 0-2 per cent 
vield by dialysis against decimolar phosphoric 
acid and found to contain 13 per cent nitrogen 
Soluble protein (0-1 per cent) was also collected

THe Report of the Central Health Services 
Council for the year ended December 31, 1951,! 
although issued with commendable prompttude, 
contains little with which those interested in the 
matters dealt with in it are not already famihar. 
The Report, however, brings all the various 
matters of which it treats together as parts of a 
co-ordinated whole, and the reader is able to 
form a comprehensive picture of the activities 
of the Council and the various Standing Ad- 
visory Committees. This is especially noteworthy 
in the case of the work of the Standing Dental 
Advisory Committee, and it is significant of the 
growing appreciation of the importance of 
dental services, that nine of the twenty pages of 
the Report are devoted to dental matters. It 1s 
clear that both the Council and the Dental 
Committee were deeply concerned during the 
early part of 1951 with “ the apparent inability 
of the dental services to meet either the need or 
the demand for dental treatment.” A review 
undertaken at the beginning of the year had 
shown no sign that the demand for dental treat- 
ment had declined from the high level experienced 
in the early years of the Health Service. The 
effect of this high demand rate on the services 
for the priority classes, in particular on those 
provided by local authorities tor school children, 
is a matter of history. The number of dentists 
in the school dental service had declined from 
the equivalent of 921 whole-time officers in 
1949 to 717—a figure which was plainly in- 
adequate to the needs of the service. 

Faced with this position the Committee felt 
that it was necessary to take steps “ to correct 
the imbalance and to secure that the limited 
services available were used where the need was 
greatest.” This conclusion led them, with some 
reluctance, to advise the Minister to consider 
measures to restrict the demand for dentures. It 
is worthy of note that the Committee were 
insistent that, whatever method of reducing the 
demand was adopted, it “should not be such as 
to deter people from seeking conservative 
treatment.” The charges to be imposed under 
the National Health Services Bill clearly consti- 
tute a violation of this principle. There is, 
however, no indication in the Report that the 
possible effect of such charges was considered by

the Committee, and it seems safe to assume that 
this particular aspect of the matter did not arise 
directly during the period under review, since it 
is difficult to believe that the proposals, as 
originally embodied in the Bill, could have been 
founded on the advice of an expert dental 
committee. 

It is specifically laid down in the Report that 
“the provisions of the general dental services 
should encourage practitioners to provide 
treatment for children.” Presumably, this ts 
intended as a suggestion that the existing pro- 
visions relating to treatment are inadequate in 
this respect, an opinion which will be supported 
by all those dentists who spend any considerable 
amount of time in this most exacting form of 
practice. 

\ long section of the Report is devoted to an 
account of the experimental scheme of training 
oral hygienists. The sub-committee which had 
been appointed to observe the experiment were 
convinced, as a result of it, that “ oral hygienists 
could be satisfactorily trained and usefully 
employed in the public dental service.” This 
conclusion was endorsed by the Standing Dental 
Advisory Committee and included in the body 
of the Council’s Report to the Minister. At the 
time when the Report was drawn up, 56 
hygienists had been trained and were employed 
in the public dental service, and a further 15 
were undergoing training. These have all been 
carefully selected from approximately three 
times that number of applicants, and, as the 
courses have never been publicly advertised, it 
seems reasonable to assume that there would be 
little difficulty in recruiting a sufficient number 
of candidates possessing the requisite aptitude 
for training as hygienists. The hygienists already 
in employment are working in dental and 
medical teaching and general hospitals, plastic 
and jaw centres and in the service of local 
authorities, and it is interesting to note that some 
of them are serving with two detachments of the 
U.S. Air Force in Great Britain. The sub- 
committee make a number of pertinent observa- 
tions with respect to the conditions which must 
be satisfied, in order to obtain the best results 
from the services of hygienists. Examples that 
can be quoted are that, in a hospital, there must 
be at least two surgeries with suitable equipment,

otheer. It is, also, clear that ordinarily more than 
one dentist 1s needed in order to ensure that a 
hygienist is tully and usefully employed. In local 
authority services, itis probable that the greatest 
isefulness of hygienists will be in the realm of 
dental health education. The Report leaves no 
doubt that those responsible for the conduct of 
the experiment, and those selected authorities 
who have employed the girls trained under it, 
are completely convinced that hygienists can 
fulfil a useful role in the dental services of the 
country. The Dental Branch of the U.S. Ai 
Force is quoted as saying that a_ hygienist 
represents a saving of half a dental officer, where 
three dental officers are employed

On the Report Stage Mr. Baird (Wolverhampton) 


moved an amendment, the effect of which was that th 
patient should receive all treatment free of charge up to 
£1 and pay one-tenth of the cost of treatment thereafte:

He had seen a great improvement in people's teeth over 
the last twenty-five years and a marked unprovement 

er the last three or four years and even before that. 
ypeaking as a professional man--and he thought he was 
peaking for the great majority of his professional 
brethren if charges had to be imposed a method of the 
kind put forward in his amendment should be adopted 
hich would not penalise the sensible patient who went 
to his dentist every six months 

Mir. Holt (Bolton) said that the charges imposed on 
lentures in were only now affecting the dental 
profession. Many dentists, particularly in working-class 
ireas, were now finding things a little more difficult and 
sere not quite so busy as they were. If no charge had 
been made in 1952, in a few months the situation would 
have been a great deal better than expected with regard 
to the conservation of teeth generally, and in particular 
children’s teeth, although he did not suggest that when 
the full effect of the 1951 Act was felt it would cause a 

ive increase in dentists going to the school clinics. 

Cdr. Galbraith (Pollok) said that the saving resulting 
trom the proposal in the Bill was estimated at approxi- 

ately £6,500,000. The probable saving which would 
result if Mr. Baird's amendment were accepted would be 

the resion of £500,000. There was no system of 
Mr. Baird’s kind which could possibly produce the 

ecessary saving even if the charge was 100 per cent for 
everything over £1. He thought it was wholly exaggerated 
to say that persons over 21 were not in a position to go 

» the dentist once every six months. The earnings of 

oune men of 21 today should surely be sufficient to 
enable them to meet any charge of that kind. Moreover 
¢ amendment would favour those who only required 
snall treatment while it would adversely affect those 
cquiring treatment on a large scale. It was an induce- 
nt to people to have only partial and not whole 
treatment. Recent figures in Scotland showed a welcome 
umprovement in the number of dentists in the school 
lental service. Until there was a national service capable 
of dealing efficiently with all dental treatment required by 
people of every age in the country there must be priority 
lasses and they must receive the greatest measure of 
attention. 

Mr. MeNeil (Greenock) complained that the Minister 
had wnored the professional advice of Mr. Baird. He 
appealed to the Minister to look for some other method 
of making his economy without breaking the health 
habits of the people. 

Mr. Macleod (Enfield) referred to the improvement in 
the school dental service in Scotland since the introduction 
of charges tor dentures and said that if this trend con- 
tinued the dental health of the children of Scotland 
sould be a great deal better in the future than it had 
been in the past 
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Sir Edward Boyle (Handsworth) said that many people 
had to have very expensive treatment and that the 
amendment would bear very heavily indeed on a small 
number of people who were really in need. 

Mr. Ross (Kilmarnock) said that the large number of 
dentures required in Scotland in recent years was due 
to the fact that in the past the Scottish people had not 
received the dental treatment they needed In the 
industrial areas they could not afford to go to their 
dentist regularly and malnutrition and poverty in the 
past created the need for dentures 

In future people would need dentures because con- 
servation treatment was being denied them bv the 
Government. 

Mr. Baird’s amendment was negatived 


Patients’ Declaration 


The Minister of Health moved an amendment requiring 
those claiming exemption from the proposed charges to 
make a declaration in a form and manner to be pre- 
scribed. In the case of an expectant mother he imagined 


it would be necessary to make a declaration as to when 
the continement was expected and in the case of the 
nursing mother the date of the birth. It was proposed to 
make it as simple as possible to identify the person and 
leave it at that. 

Mr. Baird appealed to the Minister to see that the 
form to be used was as simple as possible since dentists 
already had a very complicated form to fill in for ordinary 
treatment. 

Ihe Minister replied that the form would require only 
elementary information. The amendment was azreed to. 
Domiciliary Visits 

Mr. Powell (Wolverhampton) moved an amendment to 
provide that where a domiciliary visit was necessary in 


connection with treatment it should be made free of 


charge to the patient. This amendment was accented 
the Government and was agreed to. 
National Assistance Board Grants 

Mr. Baird raised a question on a provision in the Bill 
which authorises the National Assistance Board to make 
grants to a patient where the patient receives treatment 
outside the Health Service. He said that this seemed to 
him completely wrong because the dentist would be able 
to charge a public assistance patient up to 19s. 6d. for 
treatment which, under the National Health Service, 
would cost only 7s. 6d. and recover that amount from the 
National Assistance Board. He said that there should be 
some limit to the amount which a dentist was allowed to 
charge a patient. 

The Minister of Health said that the intention was that 
if anyone in receipt of national assistance recei ed private 
treatment there should be no question whether the 
charge should be paid by the National Assistance 
Board. He did not like to make the assumption that the 
dentists were necessarily going to overcharge national 
assistance patients. It was an honourable profession and 
he was not prepared to make such an assumption about 
any professional people. As, however, it was Mr. Baird’s 
suggestion he would make it his business to look into it, 
but he was not casting any aspersions or suggesting that 
any dentist was likely to do this thing. 

Third Reading 

In the Third Reading debate Miss Hornsby-Smith, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Health, 
stressed that the expenditure in the hospital service was 
increasing greatly. It was in the general dental services 
that it had seemed best to make savings to offset the 
increase in hospital expenditure. Not only were dental 
patients generally active and able to share the burden of 
their treatment with the Exchequer but they hoped that 
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these charges would increase the attention given to the 
priority classes. 

Mr. Marquand (Middlesbrough) referred to the 
Teviot Report and to the’Royal Commission on National 
Health Insurance 1926 which had stressed the need for 
the provision of adequate dental treatment as part of 
the public medical services. He said that the charge 
proposed on dental treatment gave an incentive for 
neglecting the nation’s teeth. He said, on behalf of the 
Opposition, that when they were returned to power they 
would take steps as soon as Parliamentary opportunity 
permitted, to bring all the charges, for drugs, medicines, 
appliances, dentures, dental treatment and spectacles, 
to an end. 

The House divided and the Third Reading was carried 
hy 284 votes to 266. 


HOUSE OF LORDS DEBATE 


THe Second Reading of this Bill was taken in the House 
of Lords on May 6, 1982. In opening the debate Lord 
Woolton said that no one liked instituting charges where 
none existed before but the Government recognised, as 
did the previous Government when instituting charges for 
dentures and spectacles, that the cost of the service must 
be kept within reasonable bounds. On this account the 
Government proposed to introduce new charges for 
certain medical and dental treatment. The charges 
proposed were modest in themselves and should not 
involve any hardship as provision would be made to 
relieve from the charge those in receipt of national 
assistance or war pensions. 

Great care had been taken in trying to work out the 
form which the dental charges should take. The Govern- 
ment’s method was a simple one. In contrast to the 
possible alternative which had been widely advocated of 
giving the patient the first £1 worth of treatment free, the 
Government's proposal would encourage patients when 
thev did visit the dentist to undergo complete treatment 
which would make them dentally fit rather than to make 
a visit only when they needed emergency treatment. 

A vast amount of dentistry had been carried out 
often with great pressure on the dentists— which had un- 
doubtedly contributed to the health of the population 
but in the meantime the school dental service had lost 
much of its staff. The inducements to dentists to practise 
under the general dental services and the school 
dental service respectively had been out of balance. 
Charges to be imposed under this Bill would, it was 
hoped, help to put this balance right. If the pressure on 
general practice slackened as a result of the charges, 
then there would be a greater inducement to some of the 
dentists who liked to treat school children to participate 
either whole-time or on a sessional basis in the treatment 
of the priority classes. 

Lord Shepherd, in referring to the dental charges, 
spoke of a conclusion which had been reached by Mr. 
Macleod, the Member of Parliament for Enfield, that 
the deterrent effect of the imposition of charges for 
dentures had been far greater than was expected with the 
result that dentists had lost 30 per cent of their income 
and that the business of dentists had declined by 50 per 
cent since the inauguration of the charge. Mr. Macleod 
had also expressed the hope that if the Conservative 
Government remained in office the powers under the 
Bill would be used for a reduction of that deterrent 
arrangement that the Labour Government had placed on 
the dentists. Lord Shepherd hoped that they would do 
that because he thought that the effect on the dentists had 
heen too severe. 

With regard to the suggestion that men who had been 
deprived of their livelihood should find their way into 
the schools to look after the teeth of children, they should 
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make sure that in selecting people for that work it was 
not merely on the ground that they had fallen out of 
work but because they had special aptitude for looking 
after the teeth of children. 

Lord Webb-Johnson said that he welcomed the Bill 
not only as a contribution to economy but because he 
believed that it would have a salutary effect. He believed 
that moderate charges would lead to a more reasonable 
use of the service and to a healthier approach, that it 
would stop extravagant demands and diminish waste and 
greed. He believed that when the quantity of the demand 
was cut down there would result an improvement in the 
quality of the service. 


DENTISTS 1921 


On May 7 Mr. Janner (Leicester) asked the Minister 
of Health the number of dentists registered under the 
Dentists Act 1921, without university qualification, on 
the lists of local executive councils who would be entitled 
to retire on pension after 1958. 

In a written reply the Minister stated that there were 
3.821 dentists registered under the 1921 Act. The rest of 
the information asked for was not available.

DENTISTS BILL 


WHEN the Minister of Health announced on May 1, 
1952, in the House of Commons the business for the 
following week, Mr. Baird (Wolverhampton) asked when 
the Second Reading of the Dentists Bill would take 
place. 

The Minister of Health replied, ‘* We have enough 
business with financial affairs to deal with at this time 
so that I cannot yet set a date to it.” 

Mr. Baird asked whether, as this was a most contro- 
versial measure, it would not be better to drop the whole 
thing. The Minister did not reply. 


DURHAM COUNTY COUNCIL CLOSED 
SHOP POLICY 


Tut Joint Emergency Committee of the professions 
decided at a meeting held on April 30 to enforce certain 
sanctions against the Durham County Council following 
the failure of the County Council to provide the satis- 
factory undertakings asked for by the Committee that 
professional employees of the Council should not be 
subjected to the policy of compulsory membership of a 
trade union or professional organisation (the ** closed 
shop ") in whatever manner, direct or indirect, it might 
be applied. 

The Committee decided that, as a preliminary measure, 
the professional journals of its constituent organisations 
should be asked forthwith to refuse to publish advertise- 
ments of any appointment under the Durham County 
Council. 

The Ministers concerned (the Ministers of Education, 
Health, Housing and Local Government and Transport) 
are being approached with the request that they should 
take immediate action in this protracted dispute, which 
has already lasted more than a year. 


FLUORINE EXPERIMENT AT KILMARNOCK 


It is reported that fluorides are to be added to the 
water supply of Kilmarnock, Ayrshire. The population 
of the town is 42,000 and the water supply is drawn from 
two separate reservoirs. Fluoride is to be added to one 
of these and the 7,000 school children are to be divided 
into test and control groups according to whether their 
homes are in the district served by the treated or untreated

Dentists Bill 1951.—The Vict-CHAiRMAN oF CouNcu 
said that the Dentists Bill left the House of Lords on 
March 25 and had been introduced into the House of 
Commons. It was still possible that pressure of business 
in the House of Commons might make it impossible for 
the Bill to be dealt with during the coming session. 

Judging from the numerous letters received at head- 
quarters, the action so far taken by the Association in 
attempting to secure suitable amendments to. the 
Dentists Bill, notably in relation to Clauses 18. 19 and 
20, had been generally approved by the membership. 
There was every reason to believe that many members 
had welcomed the invitation to take individual action 
by writing to their M.P.s and making known to their 
patients what was likely to be the ultimate state of 
affairs if the clauses referred to became part of an Act 
of Parliament. 

National Health Service Bill. The Vict-CHairMan oF 
CouNcIL said that the National Health Service Bill was 
debated on the previous evening in committee in 
the House of Commons. Following representations 
from the Association, the Minister indicated at the 
second reading that he would be prepared to make 
certain major concessions in the Bill.

The words ** caused mn of teeth” 
had been deleted from the Bill and all types of denta 
hemorrhage would be included i 

The Ministry had taken steps to make it quite 
in the Bill exactly what was meant by additions and 
alterations to dentures. It was hoped that there would 
be no argument in future as to whether was due 
to be charged for or whether it came under free treatment.

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VERBAL ADDENDUM TO THE REPORT OF 
COUNCIL 

The Vict-CHAIRMAN OF CouNcIL presented the follow- 
ing Verbal Addendum to the Report of the Council 

Refresher Courses for Dentists and Post-Graduate 
Education..-The Council have referred to the General 
Dental Services Committee a letter from Brigadier 
Broderick, suggesting that an approach might be made 
by the British Dental Association to the Ministry of 
Rlealth, the British Post-Graduate Medicai Federation, 
or both, with a view to the provision of refresher courses 
on the same lines as those provided for medical prac- 
titioners. The suggestion arises from the deliberations 
of an unofficial committee of the Dental Board which 
had for some considerable time been discussing the 
provision of such facilities for dentists in the Metropolitan 
region. 

The Council felt that if the Ministry were to consider 
favourably such proposals, the cost would doubtless be 
set off against the overall ceiling of expenditure on the 
National Health Service, and that therefore the matter 
was one which was the primary concern of practitioners 
within the Service. 

Child Dental Treatment Sub-Committee. As the 
result of amendments to Clause 19 of the Dentists Bill. 
there is no longer an automatic obligation on the General 
Dental Council to make arrangements for an experi- 
mental scheme for ancillaries. [t ts now for the Privy 
Council to consult with the General Dental Council 
before deciding whether or not the scheme should be 
brought into being 

Council considered that if a reasonable short-term 
alternative to the employment of ancillaries could be 
found, it might well influence the decision of the Privy 
Council. Council also had in mind that at the present 
time many practitioners within the National Health 
Service were not engaged as fully as could be desired 
and it was felt that this could be taken tnto consideration 
in considering the alternative referred to They have 
accordingly appointed a special sub-committee known 
as the “* Child Dental Treatment Sub-Committee,” in 
the hope that the desired alternative can be found, the 
remit of the sub-committee being ** To investigate and 
report on problems associated with the provision ot 
dental treatment for children.” 

The members of the sub-committee are Messrs. P. G. 
Capon (Chairman), J. W. Gilbert, J. J. Lucraft: and 
W. Stewart Ross, with Mr. D. E. Mason and Mr. R.G. 
Swiss who it was felt would respectively be able to give 
authoritative information concerning the school dental 
service and the general dental services, and could 
contidently be regarded as representing the interests of 
practitioners within those services. 

Mr. J. A. T. Row tert said he gathered that the idea 
was to find ways in which the general practitioner who 
was not fully employed could help in the treatment of 
school children and thereby impress on the authorities 
that ancillaries were not necessary When Leicester 
introduced a scheme some years ago, they were criticised 
by the Council and the Board for accepting a reduced 
fee the fee paid to public dental officers and not that 
suggested by the Representative Board. A policy of this 
kind was so desirable that he thought practitioners 
willing to go into these clinics at the rate offered by local 
authorities should now be encouraged to do so 

The Vict-CHAIRMAN oF CounciL said Mr. Rowlett 
Was perhaps anticipating the report of the Sub-Committee 
It was, of course, examining a number of possibilities, 
such as part-time sessions in school clinics, the treatment 
of school children in private surgeries under the general 
dental services, and so on. 

The Council felt that at the present time there were five 
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considerations to bear in overworked public 
dental officers. struggling with an impossible problem: 
Surgeries in school clinics empty because there was no 
one to work there; the general dental practitioner in his 
surgery underworked, or liable to become underworked 
when the new charges came in: hundreds of thousands 
of school children wanting treatment: and local authori- 
ties or the Ministry of Health willing to pay for that 
treatment. These five points did not add up, and it was 
hoped to produce a they did: but he 
would not like to anticipate what it would be 

Mr. O. P. Roperts said that as this was a sub-com- 
mittee of the Council it would report to the Council and 
not to the Board and that interesting detail in the report 
would not necessarily be made available to the Board. 
Why had this departure been made”? 

The Vick-CHAIRMAN oF CouNciL said Council felt 
thts to be a very urgent matter. This sub-committee had 
already started their investigations. It was obviously not 
a policy-forming body, and it would be for the Council in 
due course to place a policy before the Board. The sub- 
committee had been kept small and was contined to 
members of the Council with the exception of Mr. Mason 
and Mr. Swiss. Both the general dental services and 
the school dental service being involved, it was essential 
to have representatives from these services 

Continuing his Verbal Addendum, the Vice-Chairman 
of Council said 

Reorganisation Committee Report. The Reorganisa- 
tion Committee Report was submitted to the October 
1951 meeting of the old Representative Board, but it 
was felt that it should more properly be considered by the 
new Board at an appropriate time. Council felt that the 
Report could very well be dealt with by the Board at the 
October 1952 meeting. 

Purchase Tax on Dental Materials. The Association 
of Dental Traders and Manufacturers had asked the 
British Dental Association to join with them in pressing 
the Treasury to remove the Purchase Tax from such 
items as Kalsogen and De Trey’s copper cement and 
improve the present position generally with regard to 
duty on medicaments. 

The Council felt that in the first instance it might be 
more useful if representations were made to the Ministry 
of Health and an appropriate letter was being forwarded 
to that Department.

DENTISTS BILI 


The Vickt-CHAIRMAN OF CouNciL said that the first 
part of the Report contained a factual account of the 
steps that had been taken by the Association during the 
past three months while the Dentists Bill had been before 
the House of Lords. 

He would like to stress what was said at the end of the 
fourth paragraph about the great debt the profession 
owed to Lord Teviot and Lord Webb-Johnson for all 
their support and for all the work they had done in pre- 
paring the amendments, putting them down in the 
House of Lords, and speaking to them 

The Vict-CHAIRMAN OF COUNCIL said that the next 
paragraphs showed the amendments that had been 
incorporated in the Bill. It was fair to say that most of 
these amendments, if not specitically incorporated at 
the request of the Association, were similar to those 
which it had put forward.

sked for by the Association. Other amendments were 
put forward by Lord Teviot and Lord Webb-Johnson 
and were accepted by the Government. 

Mr. C. &. Luke said that he was concerned about 
Paragraph | (a) (1). Extractions of deciduous teeth were 
sometimes very difficult and this was a very important 
operation. If it was left to ancillary workers it might 
have serious results. He would like this paragraph to 
be amended. 

The Of CotuNciL assured Mr. Luke 
that one would like to take the whole of the paragraph 
out of the Bill. However, it was at least an improvement 
that extractions by ancillary workers were confined to 
deciduous teeth. Under the original Bill, they were 
allowed to remove any teeth. The amendment had been 
put forward by Lord Webb-Johnson. The deletion of 
the whole clause would be urged in the House of 
Commons. 

The second reading might be taken at any time and 
the Association was ready to go into action as soon as 
the second reading came on. 

The question of timing was a little difficult. If a lot of 
material was sent to M.P.s now and the second reading 
did not come on for another two months, that material 
would have been lost or mislaid and might as well never 
have been sent. It would be necessary to judge the 
timing as accurately as possible 

Mr. W. Moss asked whether the administration of a 
local anesthetic was associated with this clause on the 
removal of deciduous teeth. 

The Vick-CHAIRMAN OF CoUNCIL said that that was not 
in the Bill. It would be a matter for the General Dental 
Council when drawing up the curriculum for ancillary 
workers. 

It was interesting that when the matter was being 
See Report in Supplement 
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debated in the House of Lords, the question arose as to 
who was responsible if an ancillary worker operating 
with a patient under a general anesthetic had the mis- 
fortune to drop the tooth down the patient's chest inside 
The plain fact was that no one knew the answer. The 
Bill did not go into details of treatment beyond saying 
that ancillary workers were to be allowed to do fillings 
and extractions of deciduous teeth. He would stress 
once again that the Association was prepared to press 
for further amendments during the second reading in 
the House of Commons. 

It would be seen from paragraph | (a) (1) that the 
training of ancillaries must not materially impair the 
facilities for the training of dental students existing at 
the passing of the Act. That was not in the original Bull, 
and it was a beginning. It had been put in, for what it was 
worth but quite obviously the argument had always beer 
that there were not sufficient facilities now for training 
dental students. 

In answer to a question the VICE-CHAIRMAN OF COUNCIL 
said that if sufficient pressure was brought to bear, the 
Government might concede further amendments It 
would be difficult for them to reverse anything they had 
put forward in the House of Lords. 

Mr. C. W. SpenpeLow said that he felt it should be 
left to the experts, who were working very hard, and to 
the secretariat, who were doing their best. 

Mr. A. H. Conpry said that the fact that this Bill had 
been introduced in the House of Lords did not alter in 
the slightest the procedure which would be adopted tn 
the House of Commons. The first and second readings 
committee stage, report stage, and third reading would 
be gone through, and this gave an opportunity for 
further amendments if the Government or members of 
the House could be persuaded to accept them It 
depended largely on the amount of tuition ordinary 
Members of Parliament received and passed on to the 
Government. Undoubtedly, the latter would be influenced 
by amendments made in the House of Lords and it was 
unlikely that these amendments could be raised again in 
the House of Commons with any measure of success 

Mr. D. A. BROWN thought the Board should place on 
record its appreciation of the uphill work undertaken by 
the Council and the Secretariat; even if the results desired 
by the general practitioner were not always achieved, 
they were very grateful for what was being done 

Mr. F. S. Copeman said that the rank and tile were 
being asked to assist by contacting members of the 
public and Members of Parliament in their Own con- 
stituencies and yet it was proposed to leave things to 
the Board’s representatives. 

The Vick-CHAIRMAN OF COUNCIL said that it was the 
duty of the Council to press for amendments in the 
House of Commons, but they were entirely dependent! 
on the membership to arouse interest in the average M.P 
It was essential that the membership should, tn every 
possible way, do what they had been asked to do in the 
circular: to get in touch with M.P.s and particularly 
with their patients. Letters from ten, fifteen or twenty 
patients would carry far more weight than anything 

There was evidence that M.P.s were slightly worried 
by the large number of letters they were receiving from 
their constituents about the Bill. They knew little about 
the matter themselves and were contacting the Associa 
tion. Some of them were complaining that they were 
being overworked, and it was to be hoped that the 
membership would work them a great deal more. TI 
more interest that could be aroused, the better th 
debate and the better the chances of securing amend 
ments. 

Mr. F. Surcitrre asked whether it was anticipated tha 
the retention fee would be increased above £5. 
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What the Bill actually said was that the Privy Council 
hould not approve a draft of any regulation under this 
ection prescribing a fee of an amount exceeding £5 
nless in their opinion a fee of that amount was justified 

by changes im circumstances which had taken place 
nce the passing of the Act. 

The Vict-CHAIRMAN Of CoUNCIL said the answer was, 
¢ thought, No. The object was to make the Act a little 
ore elastic than the present Act Similar wording 
ppeared in the 1950 Medical Act with regard to regis- 

tron fees. It was merely a loophole, he imagined, in

The Vict-CHAIRMAN OF COUNCIL, referring to section

The motion was carried. 

The Vicr-CHAIRMAN OF CouNnciL said he would like to 
bring to the notice of the Board the tremendous amount 
of work and sacrifice of time — by which he meant spare 
tome by the Secretariat in connexion with the Bill 

The Parhamentary Committee had been a very small 
one, and it had suited the members to hold their meetings 
in the evening at about 6.30. The Secretariat had been 
kept there until their last trams at about 10.30 or 11 p.m. 
This had happened not once but several times, in fact 
almost all the time. The very next day they had taken 
matters in hand and Mr. Buchanan had spent his time 
telephoning various noble lords, going round to see them, 
rushing down to the House of Lords, and coming back 
to telephone someone else. Mr. Barry, as Secretary of 
the Parhamentary Committee, had framed the amend- 
ments to be rarsed in the House of Lords, and Mr. Cox 
had acted as Secretary of the Publicity Committee and 
had drafted documents for circulation to members. In 
addition to that, the secretarial stat¥ had been kept at 
the office until 8 o'clock typing these things out. 

Hie moved that a vote of thanks be recorded in the 
Minutes to the Secretariat and secretarial staff for all 
the work they had done in connexion with the Bill. 
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The motion was seconded and carried. 
The Secretary (Mr. Buchanan) said tha 
thanks had been sent to seven or eight noble lords who 
had shown the most active interest in the welfare of the 
dentists. Replies had been received from all of them, 
and in particular the Chairman thought members might 
like to hear those of Lord Teviot and Lord Webb- 
Johnson. He then read these letters. 

The Board adjourned at §.30 p.m. until 10 a.m. on 
the following day.

The Hon. Treasurer (Mr. H. 17 Roper-Hall) 
presented the following Report of the Finance Com- 
mittee : 

Travel Insurance. Insurance cover has been effected 
for £5,000 for each member of the Association attending 
a meeting of the Board, the Council or any recognised 
committee of the Board. This cover includes representa- 
tives attending meetings at the House of Commons, 
Ministry of Health or elsewhere as representatives of the 
British Dental Association. Four members of the 
Board have not been included in the cover on account ot 
being over the age limit. 

Annual Grants...Authority has been given for the 
annual grants made in 19SI to be repeated in 1952 as 
follows:

Hospitals Group 400 
Northern Ireland Committee 50 
International Dental Federation 600 
British Dental Students’ Association 100 


Bank Account.._In order to relieve the work of the 
Association’s bankers it was agreed that an additional 
bank account with Lloyds Bank, Berkeley Square, be 
opened for all members who decide in future to pay thet 
annual subscription by Bankers’ Order. 

Staff Superannuation Scheme. An extended super- 
annuation scheme was introduced on April 1, 1952, in 
conjunction with the Scottish Widows’ Fund. It was 
necessary to appoint three Trustees and the Hon 
Treasurer, Mr. P. G. Capon and Mr. W. Shearer have 
agreed to act in that capacity. 

Fred Butterfield Memorial Benevolent Fund. — 
accordance with the decision of Council the Committee 
have made arrangements for the transfer of this Fund to 
the Benevolent Fund of the Association. 

Establishments Sub-Committee. The Committee, 
having considered that there was need for an Establish 
ments Sub-Committee to give consideration to all matters 
affecting the well-being of the staff agreed that it should 
be a sub-committee of the Finance Committee and 
consist of the Hon. Treasurer and Secretary of the 
Association together with Messrs. Gilbert, Shearer and

DISCUSSION 

On the motion of The HONORARY TREASURER, seconded 
by Mr. W. Shearer, the first six paragraphs of the 
Report were adopted. 

Mr. R. J. Hooker asked whether Branches near London 
who held meetings at 13, Hill Street, would be given the 
grant of £4 for such meetings 

The Hon. TREASURER Said he thought the grant would 
be given for any regular meeting of a Branch. 

Mr. J. A. T. Row tert, referring to the proposed 
capitation fee of 6s. per head to be given to Branches, 
said that the expenses of a Branch tended to diminish as 
the number of members in the Branch increased. He 
suggested that the Finance Committee might consider 
some sort of loading of the grant for the first 100 to 400 
members. 

The Hon, Treasurer said that the Secretary had 
recently called together a Secretaries’ Conference, and it 
was felt that the Secretaries might be able to advise the 
Council in regard to the finance of Branches. 

Mr. W. J. Bate said most Branches were tinding their 
administration expenses much greater than they used to 
be, and his own Branch was being run at a loss. The 
capitation fees to Branches amounted to only £4,300, 
which was about one-tenth of the total of £45,000 which 
the Association obtained from the members’ subscriptions. 
Perhaps, therefore, the Finance Committee would 
consider increasing the amount that was paid to Branches. 

The Hon. TREASURER said that Mr. Bate’s suggestion 
would be noted. 

On the motion of the Hon. Treasurer, seconded by 
Mr. F. Brook, the recommendations with regard to 
grants to Branches, and to Council fees, were approved. 

The Hon. TREASURER, In presenting the Income and 
Expenditure Account for the year ended December 31, 
1951, and the Balance Sheet at that date, said that the 
Association was faced with the difficulty that money did 
not now go so far as it used to do. The Journal, which 
had been a very useful asset to the Association from the 
financial point of view, might not make a profit in the 
present year. The Association was also faced with con- 
siderable expenditure in connexion with the General 
Dental Services Committee, the formation of which was 
probably one of the best things which the Association 
had done or could do for its general membership. At 
some stage, therefore, it was possible that the Association 
might find that a subscription of four guineas was not 
sufficient. 

The total assets of the former Incorporated Dental 
Society and the former Public Dental Service Association 
had now been received and the liquidations were now 
closed. 

With regard to the Professional Risks Insurance 
Claims Fund, the sum of £260 had been received from 
the Liquidator of the Public Dental Service Association, 
this being the unused balance of the Claires Fund for 
the three years ended December 25, 1947. No amount 
had yet been received for the three years ended 
December 25, 1950. These amounts, however, must be 
set aside by law for the seven years following to meet 
any further claims arising unexpectedly. 

With reference to the Reserve for Leasehold Replace- 
ment, £500, as the lease of 13, Hill Street would expire 
in 1969, a reserve had been created over and above the 
sinking fund for leasehold redemption to help to meet 
the cost of renewal. £500 had been allocated in 1951. 

£2,500 had been set aside to meet the expenditure to 
be incurred by the Association as host body in connexion 
with the International Dental Congress. 


‘To be published in a future issue of the Supplement. 
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A new item Stocks of Stationery, etc., at cost, £1,529, 
appeared in the Balance Sheet. This item was an asset of 
some value in these days, and it was proposed to give 
corresponding figures in future years. 


* Administration Expenses, £18,741," showed an 
increase of about £2,200 over the figure for the previous 
year. The chief increases were: salaries and super- 


annuation, partly due to the employment of new stati 
and partly due to an approved increase in salary rates, 
£2,200; postage and telephone, £600; and general 
expenses, £100; making a total of £2,900.) From that 
sum there had to be deducted the decrease in stationery 
and printing (after allowing for stock at December 31), 
£600, and the decrease in the Auditor's remuneration, 
£200, making a total of £800 to be deducted from the 
figure of £2,900, leaving a sum of £2,100. 

With regard to the item “ Library and Museum 
Expenses, £1,520,° hitherto the charge for salaries 
payable to Library stat? had been included in Administra 
tion Expenses; that procedure had now been aitered in 
order to show more accurately the cost of running the 
Library. 

The increase in the provision for depreciation was 
chiefly due to the provision for depreciation of the 
Library, amounting to £695, 

The excess of income over expenditure for the year 
was £4,409. 

On the credit side of the Account tt would be seen 
that the revenue from the Journal had increased from 
approximately £26,000 in 1950 to approximately £32,000 
in 1951. Costs, however, had increased by about the 
same amount, leaving a profit of £1,438, which was a 
little over the figure for 1950. The method of presenting 
the figures had been changed for the year under review 
so as to give a more accurate picture of the Journal 
operations. It was interesting to note that the true cost 
of production was Is. 104d. per copy, which meant 
that a member, no matter at what rate his annual sub 
scription was payable, received a benetit amounting to 
approximately £2 8s. 9d. per annum for the Journals 
issued to him. 

Mr. A. F. STAMMERS pointed out that the net cost of 
the Annual Meeting in London in 1951 had been £2,095 
as compared with £958 for the Annual Meeting in 
Birmingham in 1950, and asked what was the reason for 
such a large increase. 

The AssISTANT Secretary (Mr. Donald Cox) said 
that there had been a very much larger number of 
demonstrations in London, both clinical and table, and 
they had proved to be costly, owing in particular to the 
restrictions imposed by the London County Counci! 
Secondly, there had been considerably more guests at 
the meeting in London last year than there had been at 
any other Annual Meeting, and the functions in London 
had been necessarily somewhat more expensive 

The Hon. TREASURER said that the excellent demon 
strations in Birmingham had been completely free, 
whereas the demonstration expenses in London had 
amounted to £488 Ys. 6d. 

Replying to Mr. A. MAcGreGoR the Hon, TREASURER 
said that the reduction in the Auditors’ remuneration 
was due to the fact that Mr. Donald had joined the 
staff of the Association. 

Mr. O.P. Roperts said there were now before Parliament 
two Bills concerning dentistry, and the Association had 
a relationship outside itself on behalf of the profession. 
In this new relationship finance would become increasingly 
important. When the Association had existed merely 
for the exchange of professional ideas amongst its 
members, its finances could be those of a club, but he 
believed that now the Association had to spend money 
on behalf of the profession. If the Association was to 
see to it that those who served it were at least not at a 
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ust have money. A sister organisation paid 
doctors who served on appeals for their loss of 
emunerative time. The Association should have big 
eserves, and he thought it was time that something was 
done to make the members realise that it was the Associa- 
ton which made their income possible, and the time 
would come when they would be willing to pay sub- 
ariptions of ten or twenty guineas as part of thei 
msurance 

(on the motion of The Hon. Treasurer, seconded by 
Vir. O. P. Roberts, the Accounts were adopted, and on 
the motion of The Hon. Treasurer, seconded by Mr. W.

Mr. C. W. Spenpetow said that the Remuneration 
Sub-Committee realised that the longer they warted the 
better the figures would be, but they also realised that the 
longer they waited the longer it would be before the cut 
was abolished. The Ministry wanted a proper statement 
that could be certified by an accountant, ar t would be 
impossible to take Out a portion of a financial year and 
vive the figures for that; the Ministry would not look at 
them. If the members wanted something to be done 
soon, they must provide some figures soon, The Ministry 
whilst not unsympathetic, were not prepared to support 
the Association’s appeal unless the Association could 
prove that the net income had fallen. If the Minister 
altered dental remuneration he would have to go to 
Parliament in order to lay a Regulation d he would 
not do that unless he had tigures to put before a resentful 
Parliament which felt that too much money was being 
spent. The Remuneration Sub-Committee hoped that 
the members would give them figures for [9451 

Mr. K. W. Apa said the expense ratio was a personal 


matter, and a better response was obtained by approaching 
members privately, by telephone or otherwise. If Mr. 
Luke approached three of the most respected members 
in his area and asked them to approach suitable persons 
privately, he would probably obtain a good response. 
If half the members of the profession sent in their expense 
ratios, some figures would be obtained which would be 
very illuminating indeed. 
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Mr. L. E. BaLpING said that the Department had said 
* Could not yeu get returns from ten practitioners in 
each Branch ?” The Department only wanted an 
indication of the trend. 

He had told the Branch Secretaries that the Committee 
would be very pleased if they could produce twenty 
returns instead of ten. 

Mr. R. O. Wacker said that he had had no difficulty 
in getting a good response by telephoning to Section 
Secretaries and individuals in various parts of his Branch. 
He was sure that the approach must be a personal one, 
and the matter was, of course, entirely contidential. 

Mr. J. A. T. Row err said that members should 
be asked to give their hours of work, because that would 
affect their expense ratios. Two members whose earn- 
ings were above the Spens recommendation were working 
55 hours a week, and that brought down their expense 
rato, 

Mr. R. MORGAN gave some comparative figures of 
payments by Executive Councils. In the last three months 
the drop had been greater than it had ever been before. 
The standing expenses had increased and the gross 
remuneration had decreased; therefore to give a proper 
picture of the expense ratio the figures must be those for 
the last three months. 

Mr. C. W. SpenpDELOw said that figures of the expense 
ratio for a portion of a year would be suspect, because 
the Ministry would say that a portion of the vear which 
was favourable to the profession had been picked out. 
A graph had been prepared showing the earnings since 
1949, and there had been a very great drop: there was 
not very much difference between 1951 and the beginning 
of 1952. One of the arguments which had been put to the 
Ministry was that if the gross income fell the ratio of 
expenses to gross profits was very much higher. The 
Ministry had accepted that point 

Mr. L. F. BALDING said that the proposed new dis- 
ciplinary procedure was possibly an even greater improve- 
ment than it appeared to be, because the maximum 
penalty that could be inflicted in an individual case of 
unsatisfactory dentures was the withholding of the 
money for those dentures. If a dentist had a series of 
cases of unsatisfactory dentures, the case would go 
through the ordinary Service Committee procedure and 
penalties other than the withholding of the money might 
be inflicted. 

Mr. T. Hindle then moved the adoption of Part III of 
the Report, and the motion was seconded and carried. 

On the motion of Mr. T. Hindle, which was seconded, 
the Board adopted the Committee's recommendation that 
the booklet on superannuation, prepared by Mr. H. D. 
Barry, should be printed and issued to all members of the 
Association. 

On the motion of Mr. C. E. Luke, seconded by Mr. D. E. 
Mason, the Board recorded its appreciation of the services 
rendered by Mr. Barry in preparing the booklet on 
superannuation. 

Panel of Dentists..-Mr. J. A. T. Row tert said that 
the present Panel of Dentists was used for the purpose 
of providing people to hear appeals against decisions of 
the Dental Estimates Board and also in certain cases to 
consider appeals against fines imposed by Executive 
Councils. When the Panel had been formed in his area 
it had been felt to be impossible to include on it anyone 
who was a member of a dental service committee, and 
that very much limited the field. His Branch therefore 
suggested that there should be two Panels, one to deal 
with appeals against decisions of the Dental Estimates 
Board and another to hear appeals against fines imposed 
by Executive Councils. 

Mr. L. F. BALDING said that Mr. Rowlett’s point was 
being considered and it was possible that the Health 
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Acts Sub-Committee would recommend to the General 
Dental Services Committee that there should be two 
Panels. 

On the motion of Mr. T. Hindle, the Report as a whole 
was adopted. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM COMMITTEE 

Dr. L. Linpsay reported that the number of books 
issued during 1951 was 5,158, which was the highest 
figure so far recorded, and the number of members 
making use of the Library services had risen by nearly 
100 over the 1950 figure. 

A new edition of the Library Catalogue had been 
issued in January of the present year. It covered the 
books in Fnglish published since 1936 and, like previous 
editions, it was in steady demand. 

On the motion of Dr. Lindsay, seconded by Mr. F. 
Brook, the Report was adopted. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE 

The House Committee reported that alternative sugges- 
tions for the establishment of a statY¥ canteen had been 
explored but all of them were found to be impracticable 
and the matter was not pursued. 

The Committee had agreed to suggestions by the Hon 
Curator for alterations in the lay-out of the Museum 
during the week of the International Dental Congress 
The second floor gallery would be partially cleared and 
selected pictures hung on the walls. 

Arrangements had been made for vacant possession of 
the two garages at 39, Hays Mews to be obtained after 
March Quarter Day 1952. This would satisfy the long 
felt want of adequate storage accommodation 


Outbreak of dry rot on the fourth floor. There has 
unfortunately been a further outbreak of dry rot at 
13 Hill Street on the attic floor. The War Damage 


Commission had agreed to reimburse 50 per cent of the 
expenditure involved in remedying the defects. 

The Committee recommended that Mr. S. B. Newton 
and Mrs. W. R. Thorne should be co-opted to the 
Committee. 

The Committee recommended that Board Meetings 
should be opened with a simple ceremony. The Chairman 
should enter the Board room preceded by the Mace 
Bearer, and when he had taken his seat the mace should 
be secured to the rostrum in front of the Chairman prior 
to the commencement of proceedings. The Chairman 
should also make a ceremonial exit at the end of each 
day’s business. 

On the motion of Mr. E. E. Wookey, the Board 
approved of the co-option of Mr. S. B. Newton and 
Mrs. W. R. Thorne to the Committee. 

After discussion of the proposal with regard to the 
opening ceremony at Board Meetings Mr. E. E. Wookey 
formally moved the adoption of the Committee's proposal. 

Mr. Seymour Robinson seconded the motion. 

An amendment that there should not be any ceremonial 
introduction of the mace was lost, and the motion was 
carried with about five dissentients. 

On the motion of Mr. E. E. Wookey, seconded by Mr. R. 
Morgan, the Report as a whole was adopted. 

SCOTTISH COMMITTEE 

The Scottish Committee reported that Mr. Duncan 
MacGregor had been appointed Chairman, Mr. James 
Thomson, Vice-Chairman, and the Assistant Secretary 
Scotland, Secretary. 

The Committee had submitted a memorandum to the 
first meeting of the General Dental Services Committee 
suggesting that they might set up a Scottish sub- 


committee, and further suggesting the remit and general 
The Scottish 


lines of composition of such a committee. 
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Committee were pleased to note that in the main these 
suggestions had been adopted. 

Mr. Duncan MacGregor and Mr. James L. Trainer 
represent the Committee on the Scottish General Dental 
Services Committee. 

Mr. J. Thomson, who presented the Report in the 
absence of Mr. D. MacGregor, the Chairman of the 
Committee, moved its adoption. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. D. C. Brown and 
was carried. 


NORTHERN IRELAND COMMITTEE 

Report of the Committee was presented by Mr. J. ¢ 
Smyth, in the absence of Mr. P. J. Stoy, the Chairman. 
The Committee reported that 

The Health Acts Committee had consulted the 
Northern freland Ministry and the Northern Ireland 
(seneral Health Services Board on three occasions on 
matters relating to amendment of Regulations and 
Conditions of Service. 

The Committee had made representations to the 
Belfast Local Authority on the remuneration of Public 
Dental Officers and the Local Authority had decided to 
apply the Whitley Council's recommendations. 

The Committee requested the Board to appoint to 
the Northern Ireland Committee, Mr. FE. A. Fitzgerald, 
Russell Street, Armagh, as representative of the Northern 
Ireland Public Dental Officers’ Division. 

On the motion of Mr. J. C. Smyth, seconded by Mr. 
1. H. Dunseith, the Report was adopted. 

Mr. J. C. Smytn said that the present tempo of events 
was rapid, and the excellent work of the General Dental 
Services Committee and other committees in dealing 
with matters under discussion with the Government in 
this country meant that points were raised and agree- 
ments reached almost from week to week and day to 
day It was of vital importance that the Northern 
Ireland Committee should be informed immediately 
when any decision or agreement was reached. That was 
not always the case at the moment. 

Mr. T. Hinpte said that arrangements had been made 
to supply the Northern Ireland Committee with all the 
relevant papers in connexion with the work of the 
General Dental Services Committee, and, in addition to 
that, the General Dental Services Committee would, he 
hoped, consider at their next meeting the formation of 
a Northern Ireland Sub-Committee. 

Mr. J. W. Gittpert suggested that the Northern 
Ireland Committee should make sure that any similar 
information in Northern Ireland was communicated at 
once to the Headquarters in London. 


COMMITTEE ON ORTHODONTIC SERVICES 

The Committee reported that they had conferred with 
expert witnesses with experience of orthodontic service 
and administration in various fields. Verv useful infor- 
mation had also been obtained from orthodontic con- 
sultants and specialists and from general practitioners 
doing practical orthodontics. 

A notice was inserted in the issue of the British 
Dentat JourNnat of March 18, 1952, advising members 
of the Assocuition that any relevant observations or 
suggestions on the subject of orthodontic treatment and 
administration would be warmly welcomed by the 
Committee: the response, however, so far had been small. 

Mr. b. HouGHTON, In presenting the Report, said that 
the Committee had gone through a very large amount of 
material but they had not been able to frame a scheme on 
the information which they had before them at their last 
meeting. The Committee hoped that the notice which 
had been inserted in the Journal would bring in a little 
more imformation for consideration The Committee

REPORT OF THE ORGANISING COMMITTEE 
OF THE XIith INTERNATIONAL DENTAI 
CONGRESS 

Mr. G. H. LEATHERMAN reported that 

Royal Patronage.—Her Majesty the Queen had 
graciously consented to continue the Royal Patronage 
granted by His Late Majesty, King George V1 

Official Opening.--The Congress would be opened 
by the Minister of Health on Saturday, July 19, 1952, 
at 11 a.m., and the Dental Health Exhibition would be 
opened by Miss P. Hornsby-Smith, M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Health, at the London 
County Council Conference Hall at 2.30 p.m. on Saturday, 
July 19, 1952. 

Enrolments.—The total number of enrolments had 
passed the 2,000 mark and included those of dentists 
from 45 countries. 

The Organising Committee sought the help of the 
members of the Representative Board to enliven the 
interest of the members of their Branches and to ask 
them to send in their enrolments at the earliest possible 
date. It was hoped that at least 1,500 members of the 
B.D.A. would attend the Congress. 

The members of the Board were reminded that it was 
the B.D.A. both as a body and individually who were 
the hosts to visitors at the Congress. 

Finance.—A detailed and up-to-date balance sheet 
had been and would continue to be placed in the hands of 
the Finance Committee of the Representative Board. It 
was the earnest hope of the Organising Committee that the 
Congress would be a financial success. 

Over £6,280 in subscriptions and £4,551 from the 
Dental and Allied Trades Exhibition had already been 
collected. The target for subscriptions was at least £9,000 
and a large proportion of this must be subscribed by the 
dental profession in the United Kingdom. 

Scientific Section... The Programme of reports and 
discussions was now complete and all reports will have 
been published previously in the /nternational Denta 
Journal. 

There would also be symposia on: 

“The Control and Prevention of Dental Caries” 

** Prosthetics” 

Orthodontics” 
which should provide very interesting discussions. 
Furthermore, there would be an informal Research Section, 
where Research Workers from throughout the world 
could meet for informal exchange of views 

Representatives of the Armed Forces would be able to 
discuss mutual problems in the Armed Forces Section. 

Simultaneous translation would be available at all the 
scientilic sessions. 

Demonstrations and Scientific Exhibition. — There would 
be about 200 clinical demonstrations taking place morn- 
ings and afternoons throughout the Congress. These 
had been specially selected from applications received 
from practitioners in all parts of the International 
Dental World. 

The Scientific Exhibition containing, as it would, a 
magnificent selection of exhibits would for itself be worth 
visiting the Congress. 

The Dental Schools and a number of Hospitals were 
generously arranging special ** At Homes ™ and scientific 
demonstrations during the Congress week. These events 
in themselves would form a fine dental meeting. 
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Television and Films.—For the first time in the history 
of a scientific Congress, large screen television would be 
given in the Telecinema, seating 400. Many interesting 
clinical demonstrations would thus be televised. These 
sessions would be held mornings and afternoons through- 
out the Congress. 

The Film Sub-Committee had been overwhelmed by 
offers of films from all over the world, so that the con- 
tinuous presentation should give a selection of all that 
is best and up to date in visual education in Dentistry. 

Dental Health Exhibition. This would be open to 
the Public and exhibits from the United Kingdom and 
many other countries would be shown. Those would 
demonstrate the progress being made in the dental 
health education of the general public. The Exhibition 
would be held in the L.C.C. Conference Hall. 

Dental and Allied Trades Exhibition. — Fifty-one 
stands would be occupied by British and Overseas firms 
in the magnificent setting of the Foyer of the Royal 
Festival Hall. The utmost care and thought had gone 
into organising the Exhibition which would be the finest 
of its kind. Every stand would be worth a special visit. 

Entertainments...A_ brochure had been sent out to 
every active member of the Congress and to all members 
of the Homé Counties Branches of the B.D.A. The 
Entertainments Committee had arranged a wonderful 
week of entertainments capped by the Congress Ball 
which was open to all members of the profession and their 
friends, whether members of the Congress or not. This 
Ball would take place at the Royal Albert Hall on 
Wednesday evening, July 23, and the support of all 
members of the B.D.A. was sought. For those planning 
to form or take parties to the Ball it was suggested that 
an early application for boxes should be made. The 
Congress Banquet at Grosvenor House, Friday, July 25, 
would also be a memorable event. 

The Organising Committee were appreciative of the 
major part the B.D.A. was taking tn the entertainments 
by arranging a Garden Party after the opening of the 
Congress and a Cocktail Party later in the week. 

The Ladies Committee were working hard to provide a 
Reception for our Lady Visitors and a pleasing pro- 
gramme for their entertainment. 

Transactions..All visitors to the Congress were 
invited to subscribe to the /nternational Dental Journal, 
since the reports and subsequent discussions and de- 
scriptions of demonstrations, etc., would be published 
only in the issues from September 1951 onwards. 

Publicity..-The Congress had aroused great interest 
throughout the international dental world. A Public 
Relations Officer had been engaged and there was no 
doubt that the interest of the general public would soon 
be aroused to such an extent that no practising dentist 
would feel he could afford to miss the Congress. 

Accommodation.—-Up to the present hotel accom- 
modation had been provided for all applicants and 
intending visitors were advised that this would get more 
and more difficult as the Congress drew nearer and were 
advised to book immediately. 

Interpreters... There had been several offers from 
members to act as Interpreters during the Congress but 
more volunteers would be welcomed. 

Senior students from the dental schools would act as 
Stewards during the Congress. 

The Organising Committee in concluding their report, 
wished to ask once again for the co-operation of all 
members of the Board in making the forthcoming 
Congress an outstanding event in the history of organised 
dentistry. 

Mr. G. H. LEATHERMAN Said that the Chairman of the 
Committee considered that, while the figure of 600 
enrolments from Great Britain was a good figure, it was 
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not by any means large enough having regard to the 
enrolments from outside Great Britain. He hoped that 
the members of the Board would do all they could to 
interest their Branch members in the Congress and get 
them to send in their enrolments as soon as possible. 
The target for subscriptions was £9,000, and it would be 
necessary to depend upon the profession in this country 
to subscribe a large proportion of that sum. 

The Scientific Section was under the chairmanship ol 
Mr. Stewart Ross, who had produced an excellent 
programme. 

With regard to the item “* Television and Films,” the 
Organising Committee had arranged to present large 
screen television, and that would be unique in dental 
history. The screen was as large as a screen film, and 
watching the television would be exactly like watching a 
film. Its detail was perfect. It was proposed to televise 
the best of the scientific demonstrations, and the tele- 
vision could be seen by 400 members of the Congress at a 
time. 

The Dental Health Exhibition would be very interesting 
and would show what countries outside Great Britain 
were doing to educate their people in dental health. 

With regard to the entertainments arranged in con- 
nexion with the Congress, he would like to call attention 
to the Ball. The Chairman of the Ball Sub-Committee 
was Mr. Gilbert, so it was certain that the Ball would be a 
success. He would ask the members of the Board to 
discuss with their Branches the possibility of applying 
for boxes at an early date, as many applications for them 
were being received from abroad. The cost of the boxes 
varied according to their position and the number of 
seats in them. A box with ten seats in a particular part 
of the Hall would cost ten guineas. He would like to 
make it clear that this was a separate item from the 
tickets for the Ball which were priced at £2 5s. Od. per head 

The CHAIRMAN Said that he would like to underline 
one statement which was made in the Report and to 
which Mr. Leatherman had referred. Every member of 
the Board should use his influence in his own Branch to 
ensure a really good representation of British dentists at 
the Congress. 

On the motion of Mr. G. H. Leatherman, seconded by 
Mr. J. Thomson, the Report was adopted.

I hasten to add that I entirely endorse the idea of mass 
resignation—-strong action is essential if our position is 
to be righted.

Charges have been made for 
dentures which have had the effect of driving numbers of 
patients away. These two points alone account for 
** Disgusted’s position. 

Until members recognise the necessity for real punch 
in the Association’s dealings with the Health Ministry, 
there is no possibility of a solution to these and other 
problems.—N. L. NEWMAN, “* Murivance,’ 124, Horn 
Lane, Acton, W.3.

It is clear that many members want the restoration of 
the 10 per cent cut. Then it is up to the B.D.A., which 
exists by courtesy of its members, to test the demand 
forthwith. A letter should be sent to all members asking 
one question: “* Will you resign from the National 
Health Service if the cut is not restored by (say) July 1?” 

an affirmative answer to be accompanied by a written 
resignation for use by the B.D.A. on the appropriate date. 

Similarly with the Dentists Bill. The number of man- 
hours wasted on contacts of doubtful value with M.P.s 
who cannot please themselves how they vote anyway, on 
the production of circular letters for the amusement of 
patients, etc., must be colossal. Dental ancillaries can- 
not be either trained or employed without the co- 
operation of the profession; if the Association dislikes 
parts of the Bill, let it withdraw all co-operation until 
the necessary amendments are made. This is the present 
day meaning of ** negotiation.”

Mass Resignations._[t is interesting to note that the 
feeling of frustration and the temper of the profession 
are steadily rising. This is a healthy sign. I hope the
